For my part whatever the pain 
and anguish it may cost me I have to 
know the truth, to know the worst so 
that I can provide for it. 





Thave only one light to guide me 
by and that is the light of experience, fj 
I know of no way of ascertaining the 
future but by studying the past. | want 
to know what has been on the table 
before the Police Ministers for the 
last five years, to justify what their 
actions are now. Why have they

The financial power of this group was so strong that governments 
could not act without its consent, they dictated the worth of its 
Currency, the price of its gold, the price of stocks and bonds, the 
power of controlling democracy, the power of the press. The group 
dictated what every country in the world did with its military power, 
without the group forces the governments could not even pay their 
military. As those few individuals controlled the real money flow 
in the world, it was at their disposal, it had to be processed through 
their banks, even in the Soviet Union, Shanghai, and Hong Kong, 
there was no way money could be transacted without their consent 
and without their gain. 





Having immense power, they 
controlled the worlds finance, 
trade, military power, and the 
national governments themselves, 
but that was not enough. It was not 
total power, they did not have the 
power over the common people, 
not completely. They did not have 
control over the churches, control 
over peoples minds, they did not 
have the power over the 
production of food, they did not 
have control over the weather, and 
they did not have the power over 
the individual armed citizen. The 
individualist who was self 
motivated, self-sufficient, the 
farmer, the small business man, 
and the legal systems that allowed 
that freedom to prosper was the 
New World Orders number one 
target.

One of the first moves was to control the 
churches, the Jewish religion andthe masons 
were already well controlled by the 
Rothschild family.

Rockefeller Jnr, addressed the Baptist Social 
Union, he said, 

“ Would that I had the power to bring to 
your minds the vision as it unfolds before 
me!

In 
the large cities I see great religious centres... 
In small places, instead of halfa dozen dying 
churches, competing with each other, I see 
one or two strong churches uniting the 
Christian life of the town. I see the Church 
moulding the thoughts of the world as ithas 
never done before, leading in all great 
movements as it should. I see it literally 
establishing the Kingdom of God on earth.” 

75 MILLION ON INTER 
CHURCH PROJECT? 

He certainly wanted to mould the 
Kingdom but one would have to wonder which God Rockefeller 
thought should do the moulding. John D Rockefeller donated 
millions to the Inter Church Movement and the Federal Council of 
Churches. 

On October 5, 1930 six thousand people gathered for the opening 
service of the Riverside Church, the Rockefellers had supplied the 
initial capital for the building and the block of land that it stood on, 
To symbolise the inter-denominational spirit and further 
reconciliation of religion the main portal contained figures of non 
christian religious leaders; Confucius, Moses, Hegel, Dante, 
Mohammed and even Charles Darwin. By the time ofhis death John 
D, Rockefeller Jnr. had spent $75 
Million on the Inter Church 
project.

into Buffalo. She and Donavan began a relationship that Ruth 
Rumsey apparently knew about but Ruth was determined to marry 
Donavan and did, even though this did not curtail his philandering 
with other ladies and his connection with the Rothschild family. 

Because of his good education and his contacts in New York, the 
Rockefeller Foundation selected Donavan to travel Europe, fact 
finding for the ‘War Relief Mission’ in 1915. 

Donavan spent the next three years away from his wife, living in 
London where he worked with William Stephenson (code name 
Intrepid) who after a distinguished career in the Flying Corps was 
taking up his new occupation as a Spy Master. Donavan also worked 
with Herbert Hoover (U.S. President 1977), Donavan spent five 
weeks with Hoover as an observer of the Belgian Relief 
Commission. The imagination does not have be to vivid to realise 
who his information was going to. 


COURAGEOUS OLD CHAP WAS DONAVAN 

When the United States entered World War I. Donavan helped 
organise the ‘Rainbow Division’, and was given command of the 
Fighting 69th Regiment. He fought at Landes et Landes, St. George, 
in the Meuse-Argonne Sector. Wounded 
jhe charged a German Machine Gun Squad 
on Oct 15, 1918 with his bayonet. For this 
feat he was awarded the Congressional 
ledal of Honour. After the Armistice he 
returned to the USA and had a short stay 
as his long term employers sent him on a 
ifact finding mission to China and Siberia.

In February 1920, J.P. Morgan, asked 
Donavan to make a secret tour of Europe 
to obtain intelligence regarding investments that Morgan had. 
Morgan had established ‘The Foreign Commercial Corporation’ 
which had a float of two Billion dollars worth of investments in 
Europe, having profited from war production he wished to finance 
the rebuilding of what his war finance had 
destroyed. Morgan reportedly paid him 
$200,000.00 for this information. On this 
trip Donavan claims to have spent an 


evening with Adolf Hitler at 
Berchtesgaden, Pension Moritz. 
HOOVERS CLAIM TO FAME 


In 1922 Donavan was appointed U.S. 
District Attorney for New York. In 1924 
his old tutor from Columbia, who was now 
Attorney-General Hargan F Stone, asked 
him to come to Washington as Assistant 
Attorney-General of the United States. He 
was also under the protection of his old 
associate Herbert Hoover who persuaded 








President Coolidge to appoint Donavan to the Colorado River 
Commission, a Seven State 
Authority which organised the 
proposal “for the Hoover dam. 
Donavan worked for Hoover for four 
years, 
Republican Nomination (courtesy of 
the Rothschilds financial backing)

His German friends invited Donavan to observe the Nuremberg 
manoeuvres, as a guest of the German general staff. He also 
accompanied them on a trip to observe the progress of the Spanish 
Civil War. Although he was an invited guest of the Fascists, 
Donavan later built his hard core of the O.S.S. around the Communist 
veterans of the Abe Lincoln Brigade who had fought against the 
Fascists in the Spanish Civil War. In Spain he met Kim Philby who 
was purporting to be a Pro-Nazi journalist and was writing a book 
about the Civil war from their perspective. A part he carried off with 
some difficulty as he had recently 
married Litzi Freidmann who was a 
fanatical communist provocateur.

“By causing several good subjects being Protestants to be 
disarmed... All which are utterly and directly contrary to the known 
laws and statutes and freedom of this realm” in the second column 
itstates “that subjects which are protestants may have arms for their 
defence suitable for their conditions and as allowed by law.” 


Also enclosed is a copy of the Royal Instructions to the 
Governors. It prohibits the Governors from giving assent to 
legislation which shall appear inconsistent with obligation imposed 
upon their Majesty by Treaty. The Bill of Rights isa Treaty imposed 
on the Crown , Parliament and the people. 

Queen Elizabeth II took the Coronation Oath upon her 

Coronation. The Bill of Rights of 1689 provides, inter alia,as 
follows; 
“all and singular, the rights and liberties asserted and claimed in 
the said declaration are the true, ancient, and indubitable rights and 
liberties of the people of this kingdom and so shall be esteemed, 
allowed, adjudged, deemed, and taken to be .... And all officer and 
ministers whatsoever shall serve their majesties and their successors 
according to the same in all times to come.” 


‘These words are clearly intended to bind the king, the lords 
spiritual and temporal and commons, the ministers of state and the 
justices for all times to come, The words cannot be open to any other 
interpretation. Any King who takes the Coronation Oath, any 
parliamentarian or minister of state or justice who takes an oath of 
office must be presumed to know of the terms of the Bill of Rights 
and that the rights thereby confirmed are binding upon them and are 
inalienable....... 


The Coronation Oath of 1689 provided, inter alia, as follows: 

Whereas, by the law and ancient usage of this realm, the kings 
and queens thereof have taken a solemn oath.....to maintain the 
statutes. Laws and customs of the said realm and all the people and 
inhabitants thereof in their i +-that one 
‘uniform oath may be in all times to come taken by the kings and 
queens of this realm...... 





The Bishop or Archbishop shall say: “Will you solemnly 
promise and swear to govern the people of this kingdom of England 
and the dominions thereto belonging according to the statutes in

Thank you for your letter of 16 September 1996, expressing concern about the way the Shooters’ Ee 
is pursuing the gun issue in New South Wales. 


We are pursuing it within the only legal means available to us. I acknowledge your suggestion that we 
should be pursuing the “New South Wales Bill of Rights” in regard to the gun laws. We are not pursuing 
the New South Wales Bill of Rights. because contrary to what you might have been told, there is no 
such thing. 


A number of people have been claiming that the United Kingdom Bill of Rights 1689 applies in New 
South Wales and could be used to defeat the firearms laws, unfortunately it does not. It has never been 
inherited into New South Wales law, and has never been what is called an entrenched statute, which 
would have allowed us to use it in defence of our right to own firearms. 


I know that you might have been told by various pressure groups that the Bill of Rights 1689 does 
apply in Australian law, You have probably also been told that the Imperial Acts Application Act in 
New South Wales brings the Bill of Rights into law. Unfortunately it does no such thing. 

I have been trying to explain this to people for the last four years, and have had the Bill of Rights 1689 
closely examined and investigated by a team of Barristers and Q.C’s, who are members of this Party, 
and who are also shooters, and who would dearly like to be able to use this Bill in a court case to challenge 
the New South Wales laws. 

Unfortunately, along with most academics, constitutional experts, and lawyers, they agree that the Bill 
of Rights has no application in New South Wales, and therefore cannot be used. 

T know that it has been claimed, with a letter which has been circulated, that it continues in force in 
Queensland. I understand that this is not in fact so, and continues in Queensland only as a historical 
curiosity. I imagine that because you have heard persuasive arguments to the contrary that you will be 
unwilling to believe me let me assure you that if it were possible to use the Bill of Rights here I would 
be doing so. 

Let me also raise this question: If the Bill of Rights, which originated in the United Kingdom is, as 
claimed, still in force in the United Kingdom, then why have no gun owners in the United Kingdom 
been able to use it to defeat their own gun laws which are at least as bad as ours?

The Attorney General, the Honourable JW Shaw QC, MLC, has asked me to respond to your 
inquiry concerning the Imperial legislation of 1688 known as the Bill of Rights. 


Ihave carefully noted your inquiry, and I can assure you that the 1688 enactment remains 
part of the law of New South Wales. Section 6 of the Imperial Acts Application act 1689, 
specifically provides that the bill of Rights remains part of our law. That same Act also provides 
that the Magna Carta of 1297 remains part of the law of New South Wales. 


However, as Iam sure you are aware, the Magna Carta, the Bill of Rights, and all the legislation 
in force in New South Wales, is subject to legal and judicial interpretation by our courts. How 
the Bill of Rights impacts upon the daily administration of the State and upon members of our 
community remains an issue of legal interpretation. 


If you are interested to know how these Imperial Acts apply in any particular case or 
circumstance, I would suggest that you seek some form of legal advice. 


Lhope this information will be of interest to you.

Our past experience on censorship was the 
Classification of Publications office who classified 
Editions 7, 8, 9 & 10 of LOCK STOCK & BARREL, 
and declared it a banned publication, The Consumer 
Affairs Department sent two of their commissars > ‘\ 
down to confiscate 488 copies of the magazine and 

have been trying to prosecute me ever since. That was 

over three years ago and I have recently pleaded not guilty \ 
and the hearing is set down for the 18th of December.

Someone said that Kingaroy was still independent but on enquiring 
it had been bought by one of the big companies, so had Longreach, 
The conclusion is that there are no privately owned offset Webb 
presses - they all belong to one of two companies in Australia. There 
are thousands of offset printing presses, but they are unsuitable to 
use for printing bulk copies. The Webb press uses paper on a reel 
which costs $450 per three quarters of a ton and the same amount of 
paper in the packs of paper that the smaller presses use costs $3300, 
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That is censorship at the printing end, now we come to a new 
phenomena.

The media is the cutting edge, the front line storm troopers of 
the dark side, parliament does not make laws, the media does.

SENSATIONALISM DESTROYS 

The media controls the publics’ thinking, it shapes, marginalises, 
creates and destroys news. Small newspapers and radio stations 
basically acquire their news out of the morning papers, the big 
newspapers read the Reuters Wire, 60% of the papers are 
advertisements, most of the news is not news. 90 % of all media 
coverage is entertainment, it is diversions of reality, a dog with six 
heads, man bites dog, it gets the peoples’ minds off the real world, 
the real issues. The controller of the media numbs the mind with 
sport, it has no real importance but it keeps their mind off doing 
something positive, do you care if one team loses or wins? Does it 
matter to the television commentator? Does it really matter to you? 
Media coverage of sport is practice for jingoism, practice for 
putting other people into boxes where they can be marginalised, 
categorised and sanitised. Many years ago I worked in a prison, 
When we were short staffed, we the controllers, having no excuse té 
lock the prisoners in their cells, would use the television and one 
officer to supervise sixty men in one room. Now the controller is 

supervising and numbing the mind of all Australians. 


THE REAL WORLD - YOUR WORLD IS 
FALLING APART 


The general population is becoming increasingly aware that the 
media does not share their lives, they feel isolated, it does not answer 
their questions, it does not allow them any participation or input. 
The media does not represent their feelings or tell them the truth. At 
a time when it is most needed, when the people have no recourse to 
justice in the courts, no recourse to electoral freedom with their party 
politics, the media also shuts them out. The media has never allowed 
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a gun debate, they have never allowed any qualification or 
justification from any informed firearm owners, only diatribes from 
the Anti-Gun Control Incorporation (paid for by the financial sector) 
and the interviewers, the likes of Ray Martin and John Laws. Any 
attempt by the gun lobby to qualify statements is cut short, not 
allowing the frustrated people who are having their property stolen 
from them to voice their feelings and suggestions. They have not 
been able to explain to the general public that they are being robbed. 


Just compensation is only when you can go and buy the 
same item at the same price. If somebody does not want to sell, it is 
theft. If they do not surrender their guns, the government will send 
police with more guns to kill them. Media control forces legislation 
to rob and murder a section of our community and we allow it. 


There are millions of guns that people will have to hand in that 
are not automatics or semi-automatics. There is no compensation 
for them. What about all the ammunition, the telescopic sights, the 
loading press? What about the little old lady with a 410 behind the 
kitchen door to protect herself from snakes in the garden? She is not 
going to havea secure storage. If itis locked away it will be no good 
to her anyway, she isn’t going to be able to afford the new licence, 
never mind pass the test. The State is turning her into a criminal and 
is consciously turning its best behaved section of the community into 
transgressors of their illegal laws. Power and violence comes from 
the State. The State is the truly violent institution. Political parties 
only unite to gain more power (or more pay) for themselves. When 
will the media inform the public of their losses, millions of firearm 
owners are still under the false impression that they are okay as long 
as they do not own a semi-automatic.

FREEDOM OF SPEECH 


I find it interesting that the same Bill of Rights 1689 that guarantees 
our right to keep arms suitable for our defence, is the same document 
that gives us the freedom of speech, the freedom of elections and 
religious tolerance. The parliamentarians and court tell us that this 
valuable document has no effect unless the freedom of speech of 
parliamentarians is challenged, and then like good circus performers 
they trot out the Bill of Rights of 1689, to protect themselves. If the 
common people ask for its protection , they say that it is out of date, 
or that section has been repealed. 


From the politicians or the judges point of view - it does not apply 
to anyone except themselves, yet ardent Lois Lanes and Clark Kents 
of the Australian media say nothing. It is one of the many unpopular 
truths. 


WHAT IS WRONG WITH THE NEWS? 
If you think you are getting the truth from the media, ask 


yourself - what happened on December 7th 1975 and has not stopped 
happening since? Does anyone remember these names: Tony 
Stewart, Brian Peters, Malcolm Rennie, Gary Cunningham and Greg 
Shackleton. Genocide in Timor began and the abovenamed were 
Australian journalists who were murdered by Indonesian soldiers. I 
wonder if Mr Downer thinks of them as he is sipping champagne 
cocktails with Mr Suharto, or Tim Fischer when he is stating that Mr 
Suharto is going to be remembered as the leading statesman of the 
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world in the latter period of the 20th century. They just want to help 
the Indonesians extract our oil from our territorial waters in the 
Timor Sea. That is why our country has helped them kill 250 
thousand Timorese people. It is because the same people who own 
the oil companies and CRA Copper, Freeport, own the newspapers 
and television stations. That is why Indonesians, with Australians’ 
help can kill Papuans and Timorese with impunity. That is why 
Australia sends helicopter gunships to shoot Bougainvillians. 
Unfortunately this is the answer to every question in this article. 


SELECTIVE CONSCIENCE 


Our media has a selective conscience, how can they let Tim Fischer 
get away with supporting the Chinese in Tibet? The Chinese have 
murdered over a million Tibetans, and are moving millions of 
Chinese in a transmigration scheme into Tibet. Again, genocide with 
Australian support. 


I have been in the arms business for twenty years and in that time 
have come to the conclusion that any country in the world will sell 
another country all the arms it can supply, even its enemies (they 
may prohibit their own citizens from private sales, but nothing 
prevents governments from selling arms). As soon as we get onto 
this subject, the main stream media tell lies that would make Stalin 
cringe. I mean, were you told that we in Australia assist with KEDO 
(Korean Peninsula Energy Development Organisation). You might 
be saying that Korea is an ally, but it is not South Korea we are 
assisting, it is North Korea. You know, the ones we are supposed to 
be desperately afraid of. Why should we help with 2 million dollars 
worth of nuclear fuel rods? You do realise of course that 
Australians are donating them. The Koreans are poor, not well off 
like us, so they get them free or in other words, you pay! You have 
already paid six million towards North Korea’s Nuclear Power 
Programme. Will they ask you before they donate your resources to 
assist with their rocket delivery programme? 


FINANCIAL SECTOR OWNS THE WORLD 


The financial sector owns Packer and Murdoch in the same way that 
they owned Bond, Skase and Elliot. They own the world 
newspapers, television station, Reutors news services, and donate 
vast amounts to political parties campaign funds. This is why you 
never hear of the million Germans that died in American prisoner of 
war camps. Ask about Remeagan and a book by a French Canadian, 
James Baque. On my investigations there were 22,000 bodies buried 
after the 1945 cease fire. Why do the media always use the same set 
of questions and answers, all concurring with the main parties point 
of view? Who makes the viewpoint, the parties or the media? Does 
it matter that you do not? 


UNPOPULAR TRUTHS 
In the early eighties, I stayed at the Sheraton in Beijing (the Great 


Wall). So too were Pol Pot and Prince Sihonouk, both had all 
expenses paid by the Chinese Peoples Republic. What was the 
killing fields in Cambodia really all about? Why do oppossing 
leaders stay in the same hotel at the same time? Did anyone ask why 
the Chinese government did not kill the 18,000 students in the Square 
until after Ronnie Reagans visit, were they short of ammo or had he 
asked them to wait until he got to the airport? Some might say “That

is the conspiracy theories again, I’ve heard them for years”. But if 
I give you an institutional analysis, that Ford conspires to make a 
profit and control the economic system so that it has a greater market 
share, if I say it wants to maximise profits and be the leader in its 
field, is that a conspiracy? Of course it is, but that is okay, you can 
handle that. When you mention that the banks are a conspiracy, the 
media will use the ‘conspiracy theory’ as a bogey man to suppress 
any institutional analysis or any unpopular truth on anything. 


CONCISION 


The media imposes its own censorship. Anything which has a 
different opinion to theirs is abhorrent and an anathema to them. 
The journalists and interviewers demand concision. What does 
concision mean many might ask. Well, it means that if you cannot 
say everything between two advertisements breaks then you just do 
not get to say it at all. The media claims that the attention span of 
their public is so short that it cannot go beyond the chain of 
advertisements, if it did well the advertisements would not be doing 
their job now would they? If you cannot say what your point is ina 
few sentences then it is all over, this means any commentator only 
has time to repeat conventional thoughts and ideas and put them into 
words. If anyone tried to say anything like “We have not had a 
member of parliament sitting there legally since 1931, so all 
legislation in every Australian Parliament that has been made since 
that time is null and void,” most people would say, you have to give 
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Rivals Pol Pot and Prince Sihanouk 

stay at the Sheraton together 
me a lot of evidence before I would believe that. Well the evidence 
is there, there is no shortage of it, but the media will never allow you 
to quote it. This is why concision is such a genius for them, with the 
structural constraints of concision, you can never give the evidence 
to qualify your statements so the statements can never be made. So 
media censorship is accomplished. 

They know that the one who throws the mud always makes some 
of it stick. To defend yourself from being called a racist or a right 
wing extremist is impossible within a 20 second time slot, that is if 
you are lucky enough to have that privilege to reply. The controllers 
of the Australian Media have moral standards that makes Goebels 
and Trotsky look as honest as early Christian Saints. 
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THE FINANCIAL ELITE 

The question is: should the people, the privileged elite, this 
small special class of people, dominate and control our countries 
mass communications, and use this control to shape, manipulate 
and deceive the majority of people? Winning people to your 
point of view might sound like democracy at work, but 
democracy is ineffective and lost without truth and differing view 
points. We cannot be as guilty as the elite and suggest that power 
groups should be banned from the media ownership. 
It has to be journalists dedicating their time to protecting the 
public that they now despise, the victims, and not supporting the 
rich, powerful, privileged elite who pay their wages. We do not 
struggle for the freedom of speech, just to value and treasure 
freedom. We must struggle for free speech because it is the main 
requisite of survival for mankind. The question in brief has to 
be: if we allow this special elite class to control our destiny, will 
future Australians know what freedom really is? Who will be 

allowed to tell them? 


You either support the philosophy of freedom of speech or you do 
not. You cannot say “I do not agree with that part, or, maybe a little 
bit of that should be cut out”. When the freedom of speech is 
constrained it is not free anymore, it is totally lost. You might 
despise the others point of view, but we have to defend their right to 
say it.

4 Kings Ch 21 y 1-4, there was an incident involving a 

a vineyard belonging to Naboth and Ahab King of Israel, 
Ahab said to Naboth, “Let me have your vineyard to use as @ 
vegetable garden, I will pay you whatever it is worth,” 
Naboth replied “The LORD forbid that I should give you the 
inheritance of my fathers” So King Ahab went home sullen 
and angry, he lay on the bed sulking and refused to eat. 

In the following verses his wife Jezebel had Naboth falsely 
accused and stoned to death so that King Ahab could take 
possession of the 
vineyard. 

The LORD then told | 
Elijah to go to the King 
and tell him, in the place | 
where dogs licked up | 
Naboths blood, dogs will 
lick up your blood, and 
that Jezebel along with 
Ahab’s family will be J 
devoured by dogs. Those 
who die in the city, the 
wild dogs will feed on 
and those who die in the 
country, the birds of the | 
air will likewise feed. 

Of course all this 
happened a long time | 
ago, but the moral is 
“That Kings or 
Parliaments do not | 
have total power over 
their subjects” not in 
biblical times and not in medieval times and not in the 20th 
century. 
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The subject of a country obliges his country with an oath of 
allegiance to the executive power of that nation, and Swears that 
he will be faithful and obedient. In the same manner the monarch 
promises solemnly to command, according to the natural laws or 
the laws of God. If the subject breaks the law he forfeits all his 





rights and privileges and in the same way if the Monarch breaks 
their oath or that law they have sworn to protect, he or she forfeits 
their kingdom and more, possibly their life as the magnitude of 
the crime is increased by their power over others. 


It is not too difficult to draw a comparison between Naboths 
vineyard (his property), and our firearms (our property). Rifles 
which, as in his case, could be an inheritance passed down from 
our fathers.

ACTS 

TW N THE KI LN S SUBJECTS 
In the Bible the first King of Israel is anointed by Samuel. 
Saul is given to you as your King, to lead you in the wars but with 
this condition annexed that he himself follows the law of God. In 
Samuel 1 Ch 10 v 25, Samuel explained to the people the 
regulations of the kingship. He wrote them down on a scroll and 
deposited it before the Lord. The regulations are in Deuteronomy 
Ch 17 v 14-20, ..He must not accumulate large amounts of silver 
and gold..When he takes the throne of his kingdom, he is to write 
for himself, on a scroll, a copy of this law,... It is to be with him 
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all the words of this law and these Pine and not consider 
himself better than his brothers and turn from the law to the right 
or the left. 

David also made a similar covenant, Samuel Ch 2 v 3-5, When 
all the elders of Israel had come to King David at Hebron, the 
King made a compact with them at Hebron before the LORD and 
they anointed David King over Israel. 


There was a contract between King Solomon and his people, 
in 2Chronicles 27: 7-21, the LORD said “Iwill confirm with thee 
the covenant which I contracted with David. But if you turn away 
and forsake the decrees and commands I have given you I will 
uproot Israil from my land...and will reject this temple I have 
consecrated for my Name” Also in Solomon’s Coronation in 
1Kings 2:3, “Walk in his ways, and keep his decrees and 
commands, his laws and requirements as written in the laws of 
Moses,’ and again for King Jehoiada in 2Kings 11:17. Vehoiada 
then made a covenant between the Lord and the king and people 
that they would be the Lords people. He also made a covenant 
between the king and the people.’ 


It appears then that God started the tradition of Kings swearing 
oaths to Himself and the people and Kings were not Sovereign 
all powerful Kings. 


PEOPLE ESTABLISH GOVERNMENTS 
People choose and establish their Kings; it follows that the 
whole population is above the King, for it is evident that he who 
is established by another is accounted under those who have 
established them, and he who receives his authority from another 
has less power than the body that delegates it. It can never create 
more. The people establish the Kings, Monarch or Parliaments 
as administrators of the Commonwealth. Monarchs are instituted 
for the sake of the peoples welfare not for the welfare of the 
Monarch. 
Compare the Commonwealth to a ship, the King holds the place 
of the pilot, the people are the owners of the vessel, obeying the 





pilot whilst he is careful of the public good, all 
appreciating that he is nothing but a servant of the 
people. Asa Judge or a General in war he differs 
little from other public office bearers only in that 
he or she is bound to bear greater burdens and 
expose themselves to more dangers. 

The public know that what the King gains from 
feats of arms confiscations, by the use of the 
public purse, it is the Kingdom as a whole that 
owns the benefit. In the same way as a worker 
acquires wealth for his master with the sweat of 
his brow, the King does all of this with his use of 
the peoples’ authority. There are people who are 
able to live without parliament or a monarch but 
there is no authority whatsoever for a king to be 
a king without people. 


PARLIAMENTS ARE 
RESPONSIBLE TO KEEP THE 
COVENANTS 
Those who have been raised to govern over us 
are not advanced because they excelled other men in beauty nor 
to govern as shepherds tend their flocks, but that they should 
acknowledge to the people, that they are only borrowing the 
peoples’ authority. Seeing then that Kings are ordained by God, 
and established by the people to procure and provide for the good 
of those who are committed unto them, and that this good or profit 
be principally expressed in two things, to win in the 
administration of justice to their subjects, and in the managing of 

armies for the repulse of enemies, 

We can conclude from this that the Parliament or King that 
applies themselves to nothing but its own profit and pleasures, 
and to those ends they pervert the laws, who use their own 
subjects more cruelly than the foreign governments, who steal 
their property and disarm them, leaving them powerless against 
governments, or thieves or invaders. They then can truly be called 
a tyrant and they are worse than any thief or home invader. 

The Roman Emperor Trojan held that he was not exempt from 
the law, and he desired not to be spared should he be a tyrant, 
for at his Coronation he gave his sword to the Provost of the 
Empire and said “If, I command as I should, use this sword for 
me, but if I do otherwise, unsheathe it against me,” 


DO YOU LIVE UNDER TYRANTS? 

All Christian European kings were bound by oath on their 
Coronation to protect the rights of their citizens, 

When the Austrian Habsburgs’ Emperors were crowned at 
Aquisgrave, the Archbishop of Cologne required them to 
maintain the church, distribute justice, defend the Empire, protect 
widows and orphans. The Emperor is not anointed until he has 
taken that solemn oath. When the Kings of France were crowned, 
they swear “that he will maintain all the rights and privileges 
and laws of France”. There is also the form of the Coronation 
Oath that the ancient Kings of Burgundy swore to, “J will protect 
all men in their rights, according to law and justice”. 
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The Peterloo massacre 1819, ihe Magistrate oFered the 
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If the law empowers a servant to bring a court action against his 
employer for using them improperly and the law finds for the 
servant and orders the employer to pay compensation to his 
servant, it follows that if the people are treated by Parliament 
intolerantly, if Parliament breaks the contract (in our particular 
case the Bill of Rights 1689), then the law releases the people 
from their oath of allegiance to that government. 


-.AND COMPENSATION SHOULD BE 
PAID 


The law of nature teaches that kings were only kings on the 
condition ordained by the people that they should govern well, 
judges that they should distribute justice uprightly, officers in war 
that they should lead their armies well, so too with parliaments, 
they too have to honour their duties. If on the contrary they steal 
from their subjects, then instead of being governors they become 
enemies. 


THE NUREMBERG SYNDROME 
Some might say, but we are compelled to follow the orders, 
we take on oath as policemen or public servants. We have all 
heard the words “J'm only doing my job”. \s there anything more 
repugnant to nature than that a country’s people should manacle 
and fetter themselves and be obliged by promise or salary to be 
their own executioners, by their own hands with their own 
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weapons. They are ordinary mortals with no additional rights 
and privilege, what they can do to the public today can be done 
to them tomorrow. There is a mutual obligation between the 
government and the people, it can never be annihilated, or by law 
abrogated, much less made void. The parliament that breaks that 
obligation is a tyrant and the people who break it are seditious, 


WOULD YOU RATHER RECEIVE 
JUSTICE FROM A ROBBER OR AN 
OUTRAGE FROM A JUDGE? 

It does not matter if a government is a King or a Parliament, 
it bothers the common people little, to them it matters not that a 
thief should feed them or a shepherd devour them, they would 
rather receive justice from a robber, than an outrage from 
a judge. They would rather be cured by a barber than 











poisoned by a doctor, They only require that their 
government is honest and just, but for a government to 
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steal the property of the people is robbery, to send men 
with guns to take that property as surely they must, is 
murder, Tyranny is the only word to properly describe it. 


TYRANT CHECK LIST 

Good sound leaders principally ensure that the people 
benefit, but the tyrant’s first care is for their own private 
wealth, The tyrannous government assumes the 
countenance of benevolence, it hates and suspects wise 
men and fears virtue, it is conscious of its own vicious 
movements, and ensures its own security by corrupting 
everything it comes into contact with. 
brothels, casinos and vice and encourages anything that 


It multiplies 
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The Democratic State unlawfully required Socrates 


to be put to death. He, to prove the point of unlawfulness, drank 


the poison Hemlock. 
is effeminate and weak, it bastardises any noble spirit and 
prohibits any criticism, it avoids all public assemblies, it fears a 
free media, it flees the light, and like the bat converses in the dark, 
it is jealous and claims success for others labours and suppresses 
correct information in the education system and buries new 
ideas, 

The tyrants mask their vices with shadows of virtue, but they 
are as cunning as the fox. The fox is always recognised by its 
tail, and even when it fawns and splutters like a spaniel, the 
snarling grin will always betray it as the currish fox. The tyrants 
nourish and feed factions and dissentions, they ruin one by 
helping another so that they can vanquish the remainder, it 
advantages itself by division, like those dishonest doctors who 
prolong the cure. A tyrannous government fills its garrisons with 
foreign soldiers, and builds citadels against the subjects, it 
disarms the people, it disarms their national army, itthrows down 
their forts, but makes itself formidable with guards of strangers, 
with men who are only fit for rape and pillage, it gives pensions 
from the treasury to spies and informers, dispensing them to 
every part of the country. The tyrants with their numberless 
guards drive off the people from approaching them, yet even with 
all their numbers they cannot feel secure from the doubts and 
distrusts which continually afflict and terrify their timorous timid 
consciences. 


HAVE YOU RECOGNISED ANY 
COUNTRY YOU KNOW YET? 


Yet in the midst of their greatest strength, the tyrant’s fear 
prises open their souls and triumphs in its own afflictions. If 
a tyrannous parliament wants security within its borders, it 
uses its powers to make wars abroad, it erects idle and useless 
trophies to continually attract conversation so that people do 
nothave the leisure to think of other things, it always prepares 
for wars that never happen and produces mischief and false 
issues, The tyrants leave no design unattempted by which it 
may fleece its subjects of their wealth and turn it to their 
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benefit, so that the people have to live so meanly that they 
have no leisure, no hope of regaining liberty. The tyrants 
extort unjustly from many to raise up two or three 
favourites who are unworthy, to impose and extract from 
allto furnish its own superfluous expenses. It builds its own 
fortunes on the ruins of its subjects, it draws the peoples” 
blood by the means of their own existence, it is a leech that 
the people can never cut off. 





Cicero says “A tyrant is culpable in effect of the greatest 
injustice that may be imagined and yet he carries it so 
cunningly, that when he most deceives, it is then that he 
makes greatest appearance to deal sincerely. Therefore 
does he artificially counterfeit religion and devotion. It 
JSeigns to be affected to the public good, not so much for the 
love of it but for fear for its own safety." 

BEHEADED FOR REMOVING 
CITIZENS RIGHTS 

Kings such as Charles | who believed in the divine right 
of Kings to rule in a dictatorial way were deposed and in 
the same way so was the Long Parliament (which replaced 
the king and was instigated by Cromwell) deposed, for the same 
reasons: ignoring that law that governs the government. 

All Constitutional Declaratory Documents, (Magna Carta, Bill 
of Rights etc.) were bound with the Monarch, the executive 
power, not with Parliament. If Parliament ever did replace the 
monarchy it is impossible for them to have more power than the 
monarchy had, any attempt at surpassing this power is tyranny, 
the same tyranny that kings have been deposed and beheaded for, 
as it removes the rights of the citizen. Kings were never 
sovereign powers even if they were called that, they only ruled 
by the permission of the people, the people limited the kings 
powers with the Coronation Oath. Even if Parliament again 
deposes the monarchy they are not sovereign, they can never have 
more power than what they have replaced. Could an ancestor or 
a grandfather transfer a greater right to his successors than he 
commanded himself. If he could not, neither could a parliament 
attempt to command more power than a king as it would be illegal 
and the stolen power would usurp the rights of the people, in the 
same way that a thief steals by night. The people then have the 
right to evict the monarch or parliament. 


WE HAVE PROTECTIVE MECHANISMS 
BUT THE PROTECTORS WILL NOT 
TAKE RESPONSIBILITY 

The magistrates and justices who should be the protectors of 
the peoples liberties, those officers of the Crown who for that 
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time lose the will of defending those rights of the people, as they 
themselves come under the misuse of those usurped powers. 





They assist the thieves of these powers, that constrict the 
fundamental rights of the people. The thieves will always claim 
that they have had the use of them for thirty years. But would 
any man allow the thief, because he had engaged in his trade for 
thirty years, or even if he said that his father bred him that way, 
to make a presumption that the long continuance of the evil use 
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CONDEMN OUR MINISTERS 
In World War II the people of Australia condemned the 
Generals who capitulated in Singapore to the Japanese, as it put Ss 
them at a great disadvantage, even though those Generals had 3 
few options and were unknowingly only trying to do their duty H 
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peoples slavery, who never left home, who were neither forced 
or compelled, but for their own private gain willingly betrayed, 
those who had committed their trust to them to safeguard their 
liberty.

they were no act of the King, and 
yield no obedience unto them.’ 


IS IT POSSIBLE 
YOUR LEADER IS 
WORSE THAN YOUR 
ENEMY 





What does it matter, says the 
poor man, whether his King or 
Parliament, or a foreign enemy 
wreaks havoc on the economy 
stealing his property and causing 
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his family to die from murder or suicide? No matter if its a 
stranger or a home bred caterpillar which ruins his poor estate, 
and turns him into a beggar. Whether a foreign soldier, or a 
sycophant courtier, by force or fraud, makes him both miserable. 
How much can the wickedness of a king exceed the violence of 
an enemy? 


If any, either by fraud or force violate the contract between the 
people and the Crown, we are bound to resist them, it matters not 
if they are an elected parliament, or if it is by referendum, what 
is contrary to the law of nature, is always wrong. The Coronation 
Oaths protect natural laws, the rights and liberties of the subject 
which if once are broken apart then there is no law, no basis for 
right and wrong in the country. 


TOLERATE A TYRANT AND HE’LL 
BECOME MORE INTOLERABLE 
When they purposely ruin the Commonwealth by perverting or 


resisting legal proceedings or lawful rights. When they take no 
notice of rights, if they prosecute their subjects as enemies, if the 
government can steal ‘and murder then we can certainly declare 
them tyrants. What then controls the whole fabric of society? 
When there are no restraints except maybe the ever changing 





Battle of the Eureka Stockade - the British colonial government tyrannised the miners 
ignoring their contract with the King. A Trial by Jury protected the survivors 
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public opinion. The law of nature, the law of nations and the civil 
law commands the people to resist and take up arms against 
tyrants. The more a tyrant is tolerated the more he becomes 
intolerable, There can be no manner of reason to persuade us to 
the contrary as they the government have broken their oaths, their 
obligations and covenants. 


Therefore any may lawfully resist the powerful tyrants. 
Whatever law the tyrants transgress may be lawfully practised 
against him. The tyrants today subvert the state, pillaging the 
people, laying strategies to entrap their lives, breaking promises, 
scoffing at their traditions and culture, laughing at the breaking 
of their oath they are viler than the vilest criminal. 


CRIMES AGAINST PEOPLE 

How much more offensive are crimes committed against the 
generality, are they not worthy of greater punishment than those 
whose crime only concern a particular private person, If thieves 
can justly suffer corporal punishment or death if caught breaking 
into a residence, what punishment can we invent which is worthy 
or equivalent for the outrageous crimes against the people. 

If the tyrants have such a sure footing that there are no other 
means of removing them but by 
force then it is lawful to call the 
people to arms, to enrol and raise 
forces and to employ any forces 
against them. As undoubtedly the 
people have right on their side 
which defends the laws and 
3 liberties of the people and strive for 
the public good. When the 
government oppose _ lawful 
authority then the people who 
oppose and fight the tyranny have 
the law with them. 


St Thomas Aquinas says “That a 
tyrannical rule having no proper 
address for the public welfare, but 
| only to satisfy a private will, with 
increase of particular profit to the 
ruler, cannot in any reasonable 
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construction be accounted lawful, and therefore the disturbance 
of such a government cannot be esteemed seditious, much less 
traitorous." 


WRONG HAS TO BE ADDRESSED 

If the government breaks its promises, breaks the contract with 
the people, the people are exempt from any obedience, the 
contract is void, the obligations are ofno force and all must assist 
in their removal by the force of arms. The Coronation Oaths were 
solemn rites and ceremonies, they were not instituted for vain 
ostentation nor are they a joke. All government officers take an 
oath to the Crown which joins them in the support of that 
Coronation Oath. They must be made aware of the importance 
of the peoples rights and the states adherence to the law. If they 
can ignore it with impunity then there can be no responsibility or 
right or wrong in anything they do. Wrong has to be addressed 
and corrected. 

Gods laws, the laws of Moses, the Ten Commandments are 
sworn to by the Monarch. In our case Queen Elizabeth the 
second, Queen of Australia, she and all that preceeded her to the 
throne of England for thousands of years have been bound by 
Coronation oaths. The Christian Bible has been a focal part of 
that oath in every Coronation Oath the declaratory documents 
have been slightly changed. The Coronation Oath of Henry I was 
the founding document of the Magna Carta, the Magna Carta was 
the founding document for the statutes of Edward I and Edward 
Ill, the Habeas Corpus Act, and the Petition of Rights, and then 
the Bill of Rights 1689, and then the Act of Settlement, and finally 
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Flayed alive! Skinned alive! Atrocities such as this 
make the government illegal. (An old fashioned way of 
having tattoos removed)

No queen or king has ever had sovereign powers, 
parliaments do not have sovereign powers, even though they plot 
and scheme to replace the monarch, they think that at last 
sovereign powers are theirs but really they are no closer. 
parliamentarians say they have a peoples mandate by power of 
election so powerful they can turn day into night, 


UNCHANGING LAWS ARE SET IN STONE 
ABOVE THE MONARCH 


Democrats believe that referendums initiate total power to the 
peoples choice, they are all wrong. The natural law, the 
fundamental laws of right and wrong, the Biblical laws, the Ten 
Commandments and the philosophy of that great book the Bible 
are firmly fixed above the monarch, above parliament and above 
the peoples choice. If 99% of the people voted for a referendum 
making the theft of one persons property law, it would be tyranny 
and any one of us who allowed it would be just as guilty of that 
tyranny. 

We all know inside ourselves that parliamentary laws supporting 
homosexuals, are vile, parliaments” laws that enslave the people 
by removing their right to defend themselves, by removing their 
right to trial by jury, their right to own property are just as vile 
as parliaments” laws allowing prostitution. parliamentary laws 
that empower the State to remove children from their parents (for 
no other reason then they believe that the states indoctrination is 
so much more beneficial) we know that it is wrong.

I know that 
what I do now, even if I have my head 
ripped off, will atleast be of some worth 
for somebody. 


SELF DEFENCE IN 
RELATIVE SAFETY 
This article may be called Sniper and 


hopefully the technical and 
philosophical information may be of 
use to anyone contemplating the long 
range profession and the long range 
exponents in order to take a lot less 
personal risks then the short range. 
Meaning that if you have to protect 
yourself or take evasive action with a 
home made hand cannon, at least you 
will benefit in knowledge about 


interior, external and terminal ballistics. 


Many firearm owners have stil] not got it into their heads that 
everything that you have now is all you are going to get in shooting 
supplies. When things get really lumpy and you really are eating dirt 
ona regular basis, the value of good firearms is practically priceless, 
you might have to kill to get one, you might have to make something 
to kill with or be killed your self. What price is a gun then? What 
price is the technical information? Already gunshops are closing 
down, already importers are going broke, just imagine if we cannot 
buy primers just because no-one can afford to bring ina full container 
because the firearm trade will be so small. Politicians and 
gungrabbers depend on creating systems like this. Powder, primers, 
projectiles and the means to make them are paramount but it is all 
for nothing. 


The price of a firearm, is nearly worth the price of life itself, so 
do not sell yourself out, do not sell for carrots today when 
tomorrow it will be priceless. 


DENSITY OF POWDER IN THE 
CARTRIDGE CASE 


In past editions we have discussed the capacity of the cartridge 
case, and the variety of powders which induce differing results. 
Closely intertwined with the powder capacity of the case is the 
density of that powder when loaded into it. If a cartridge case will 
hold fifty grains of powder when 
filled to the base of the seated bullet, 
then such a charge has a density of 
100 %, Twenty five grains in this 
case will give a density of 50%, A 
high density charge is desirable 
because it makes a more compact 
cartridge, and because the powder, if 
its composition permits of such a 
loading without undue pressure, 
burns more efficiently. Plus the 
powder will be easier to ignite and 
ignition and velocity —_will 
consequently be more uniform. Very 
often it is not possible to load a 
modern cartridge to 100% density 
because such a large charge might 
give excessive pressures in that 
cartridge. The slower burning, 
coarsely grained powders can 
usually be loaded to a higher density 
than those fine grained fast burning 
powders. The correct charge of 
powder in the common high power 
rifle cartridge usually results in 
densities of 75% to 90%, but many of 
the correct charges of fast burning 
pistol cartridges give a density of 
under 50 %. 


With a given powder charge. 
different manufacturers of the same 
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calibre of case may give different densities because of variations in 
the wall thickness and the web of the cases. The seating depth of the 
projectile also affects the density. The practice of seating a bullet, 
projecting a greater distance than normal out of the case, so that the 
ogive of the bullet will contact the lead, decreases the density and 
reduces both pressure and velocity; or conversely permits one to use 
a slightly increased charge of powder and get a slightly higher 
yelocity without exceeding the pressure 
limit.

The ignition, and hence the accuracy is 
affected by the density of loading, 
particularly when the density is very low. 
With a high density the powder grains will 
lie close together, and be held close to the 
flash hole at the base of the case. The primer 
flash will penetrate through the core of the 
powder and give maximum ignition. But 
with low density, particularly if the case is 
less then half full, the grains lie in that portion 
of the chamber that is lowest and not at all in 
the highest. If the rifle is carried with the 
muzzle down, and then be raised to the 
horizontal before it is fired, the charge will 
lie mainly at the bullet end of the case, and 
the primer flash will have to travel almost the 
length of the chamber before it reaches the 
grains of powder. Conversely, if the powder 
happens to be settled close to the base of the 
case it will ignite well. The first condition 
may give a tendency to slow ignition (hang 
fire), and the two conditions occurring in a 
series of shots will result in uneven velocity 
and poor accuracy. However poor ignition is 
not liable to happen in pistols and revolver 
cartridges, even though the density is very 
low, because the fine grained, fast burning 
powder is very easy to ignite, and the case

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capacity is so small that the primer flash 
almost completely fills the combustion’ 
chamber. 


THE SMALL ARMS 
BALLISTICIAN 
With low density of loading, and 


consequently considerable air space inthe 
chamber, there is a large area where heat 
is lost as the powder burns, and pressure 
and temperatures are lower. With high 
density, the loss of heat is reduced and we 
get greater efficiency from our powder. 
By mathematical means using equations 
it is possible to compute chamber) 
pressure, but with small arms ammunition 
such computations are never very

accurate, due to allowing for factors for the amount of heat released 
and absorbed, and the forcement (not forcemeat!), that is the force 
required to drive the bullet from the case through the bullet seat and 
lead into the bore. Therefore in practice the small arms ballistician 
depends largely upon actual tests with pressure gauge and a 
chronograph. 

T have used pressure gauges in ammunition factories in Europe but 
Ihave never seen one in Australia. 1 only hope for defence purposes 
that either Winchester or the now defunct ADI small arms 
ammunition factory has one. Fortunately we have had an influx of 
good quality chronographs available on the Australian market at 
reasonable prices, which has been a massive improvement, on 
determining pressure and velocity and their relationship, on 
calculations based solely on theory. 


POWDER FOULING 


Closely connected with the combustion of the powder and the 
density of loading is the matter of the fouling deposited and 
remaining in the bore, the solid residue from the burning of the 
powder, the ashes of the powder. 


The fouling remaining in the bore was quite serious in the case of 
black powder used in rifles and pistols. After discharge a very 
considerable amount of this fouling remained in the bore, and except 
on extremely damp days or in the presence of an excessive amount 
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of lubrication, it was soon ‘ironed’ to 
=] the bore by the passage of the bullets 
=] over it and formed a hard ‘cake’ that 
aj acted as a partial obstruction to the bore. 
In some cases, when looking through 
the bore, this ‘cake’ appeared to reduce 
the bore to nearly half its original 
diameter. In many 
accumulated so quickly and to such an 
extent as to seriously interfere with the 
accuracy of the rifle by the time ten 
rounds had been fired. It was always 
greater when the charge did not 
completely fill the combustion chamber 
of the case, so we see most black powder 
cartridges designed so that the proper 
charge was compressed by the seating

of the bullet. 


REMOVING FOULING 


This fouling was one of the most serious drawbacks when using 
black powder. It was less serious when using the Metford form of 
rifling and the British Curtis and Harvey black powder than with the 
Enfield (American style) rifling and American black powder. The 
‘cake’ could best be removed from the bore by swabbing with 
patches that have been wet with warm water, it is sometimes 
necessary to scrub it hard with a bristle brush, Whitworth or Sweets 
solvent will soon get rid of it and dissolve any residue of saltpetre 
which corrodes the bore, 


DEVELOPMENT OF RIFLING AND 
PROJECTILE DESIGN 


Military powers of the late 19th century pursued the development 
of rifling and projectile design, an interest which could only have 
been surpassed by the intensity of the military powers of the mid 
20th century when designing the Nuclear Bomb. It was very 
important to them to have the best available. In the 1850s the 
tendency up to that time had been towards deep grooving into which 
the ball was hammered into the muzzle or forced (in the case of 
breech loaders) into the grooving by the pressure of the powder. In 
these cases it was desirable that the lead should be as soft as possible 
and therefore unalloyed. As design improvements gave better 
velocity there was a greater tendency for the soft lead bullets to be 
driven across the lands instead of following them, this in turn 
encouraged deep rifling but also encouraged heavy powder fouling.

time to measure what was occurring. The Commander in charge of 
the British Army, Lord Hastings approached the famous engineer 
Mr Whitworth in 1854 and induced him to bring his experience to 
the fore on the subject of rifling, though not an expert in small arms 
he well understood the importance of fine measurements and 
accurate manufacture. After a long series of experiments he 
produced a rifle which fires a bullet equal in weight of that of the 
Enfield but since he had reduced the calibre from .577 To .450 small 
bore, the projectile was ballistically far more efficient. He had gone 
into the question of the best pitch of spiral for the bullet used, and 


had fixed it at one turn in 20 inches. The most novel feature was the 
form of rifling. This was hexagonal, and although it was at first 
claimed that a cylindrical bullet would also shoot satisfactorily, the 
bullet showing the best results was hexagonal. With this rifling form 
stripping was impossible, it could not fail to follow the grooves. A 
soft bullet was not necessary as its hardness did not effect the spin 
to any degree. With this rifle some striking results were obtained, it 
was officially tested against the Enfield rifle with the following 
results: 
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THE RIFLES WERE FIRED FROM A 
FIXED REST 


At 1,400 yards the shooting of the Enfield rifle was so wild that no 
reading could be taken, 
The Whitworth rifle was the most accurate of its day and eventhough 
the British army stuck with the Enfield rifle for a dozen more years, 
when the American war between the States began, the Whitworth 
rifle was well sought after as a sniping rifle. They were fitted with 
early telescopic sights and used on opposing general staff at every 
opportunity by both sides.

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THE MARTINI 
HENRY 


Alexander Henry was a Scottish 
gun-maker and such a keen rifle 
||shot, that when the volunteer 
movement started in 1859 he sat up 
outside all night so as to be the first 
man to enrol in Edinburgh. 

He had conducted many 
Comparison of shots fired | experiments with what were then 
a Whitworth (centre) } ‘small bores’ (less then half an inch) 
and an Enfield His barrel was made of steel (not 
iron) and in .45 Cal. It had seven 
grooves and right hand twist, so designed that it had 14 bearing points 
in the bore. The bullet weighed 480 grains and was hardened with 
alittle tin and a slightly hollow base, it was wrapped in greased paper 
which ensured a good seal and helped to prevent powder fouling and 
leading. The paper covering (patch) fell away as the bullet left the 
muzzle. This barrel was used in the Martini-Henry rifle which was 
used by the British Army throughout the Zulu wars where it in 
general gave good service. It did not fare so well in the Sudan wars 
in 1883 when exposed to the increase in air temperature at the time 
of the major battle, due to faults with the construction of the cartridge 
case as described in Edition 18 . 


NEW IMPROVED DESIGN 

When the new pattern was proposed and approved in 1886 it was 
the Martini-Metford rifle with segmental rifling with grooves so 
shallow that they were hardly perceived, but they handled the powder 
fouling much better and the proof was in its accuracy performance. 
Each shot swept out the fouling of the previous one, offering less 
hold for the fouling.

It met with great success at the Wimbledon Rifle Range. The bore 
was reduced to a diameter of .402 with a long, ballistically improved 
projectile weighing 380 grains. This rifle was produced with the 
longer lever to give more leverage for extraction which was always 
its weakest design point. A considerable number of these rifles were 
produced but they were not issued as the developments with the 
Lee-Metford magazine rifle were overtaking the single shot Breech 
Loader and smokeless powder was almost on the scene. 

The best results with black powder muzzle-loaders are nearly 
always found when the bore is cleaned in between shots, or by the 
‘Pope’ muzzle loading device where each bullet wipes out the 
previous fouling from the bore as it is loaded. 








With all smokeless powders 
the amount of fouling left in 
the bore is very much less 
than with black powder, and 
it does not cake. Under 
normal circumstances 
smokeless powders do not 
leave much powder fouling 
(this must not be confused 
with fouling due to the 
gilding metal of jacketed 
projectiles which has been 
discussed in previous

editions) in the bore to have a noticeable effect on the uniformity of 


velocity given by the charge, but it certainly does affect the accuracy 
of shooting by causing more or less deformation to the bullet as it 
passes through the bore, A lead bullet is naturally deformed more 
than a jacketed bullet and this is one of the reasons why jacketed 
bullets usually give better accuracy than lead bullets. In most cases 
lead bullets give exceedingly poor accuracy when fired through 
bores containing the fouling of high power cartridges. The amount 
of fouling remaining in the bore after firing a certain kind and weight 
of powder could probably be determined accurately by chemical 
analysis, but the roughly proportionate amount 
deposited by different powders can also be 
distinguished by looking through the bore in a 
good light. The character of the fouling can be] } 
ascertained, when cleaning the bore, by anyone 
who has had the experience, that is whether it is 
easy to remove or tenacious and sticky. Use 
kerosene and a stiff brush, than swab dry with a|| 
flannelette patch.

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POWDER IMPROVEMENTS 


The amount of powder fouling and its tenaciousness to ‘iron’ on 
the bore has decreased due to the gradual improvements of the 
propellent powders, and so accuracy has increased in almost direct 
proportion. I would not contend that the decrease in fouling alone 
is the sole reason for all the improvements in accuracy but it does 
have an important bearing and the improvements in powder is 
certainly a major factor in the equation of increased accuracy. 


ASSESSING POWDER QUALITY 
If we do have to go back to the stone age and manufacture our own 
powder, its quality can be quickly assessed by determining how 
much fouling it leaves in the bore. The gold powder that | was testing 
in a shotgun a few years ago left a slight green residue, it was thicker 
than normal but no problem for the 12 gauge. Before 1920 the 
smokeless powder used in most high power rifles left a brown sticky 
fouling or a dirty yellow in colour and partially burnt grains could 
be seen in the bore. When the Du Pont improved military powder 
was introduced in the early thirties, the ones we 
lused to see around and called IMR powders, 
Tt 
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f=» Jpowder fouling ceased to be a problem. 


National match competitions in the USA reflect 
its introduction. 


RECOIL, JUMP AND 
VIBRATION 


Gas pressure is exerted in all directions within 
he combustion chamber. The pressure on the 
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Mj base of the bullet moves it forward 
through the bore, the side pressure 
expands the case tight against the 
chamber walls and the pressure on the 
base of the cartridge case, translated to 
the face of the bolt, moves the whole 
gun backwards. The pressure acts just 

as strongly to push the gun backwards 
Hl as to push the bullet forwards, and it 
operates on the gun for just the same 
length of time as it operates on the 
bullet, that is until the bullet leaves the 
muzzle. The bullet being much lighter 
than the gun moves much faster and 
through a greater space in this time. 
The movement of both is in direct proportion to their weight when 
the gun is free to move backward, although when the shoulder is 
pressed against the butt of the gun that pressure must be added to the 
weight of the gun.

JUMP 
When the gun is fired from the shoulder, or when a hand gun is fired 


from the hand, the pressure and resistance on the butt or grip is 
exerted below the line of the axis of the bore, the gun in going 
backwards tends to rotate around this point of resistance, and as a 
consequence it not only moves backward but upwards. The portion 
of these movements, backwards and upwards that take place before 
the bullet leaves the barrel is termed ‘jump’. 







RECOIL 

The recoil or backward movement that - 
takes place whilst the bullet is still in the 
barrel is relatively small. There is then 
a further recoil as the powder gases rush 
out of the bore and react against the 
atmosphere, with a consequent reaction 
of the gun. These two portions of the 
entire recoil occur so closely together [fs a 
that the shooter cannot distinguish | 2h o:.

He watched in silence while 
they dragged her through the ford (drift) to the other side and shot 
her to death. The Zulus had a firm moral outlook on adultery and 
the Family Court that made the decision was within the family 
concerned and when that family made a decision the sentence was 
carried out fairly and swiftly. 


DETAINED BY ZULU WARRIORS 

Another incident occurred, a surveyor named Smith, who was 
working to improve the roads for the 
impending invasion was inspecting a drift on 
the Tugela River which divided Natal and 
Zululand, With an assistant named Deighton 
he found himself on a small island in the 
middle of the river, the Zulus of course 
considered the island part of their land and 
Smith meta band of warriors who detained him 
for an hour. They made him turn out his 
pockets and stole his smoking pipe and 
handkerchief, the Zulus returned his horse and 
let him go unharmed. 


HIGH COMMISSIONER 
OUTRAGED -ZULUS A 
HIGH AND IMMEDIATE 
THREAT TO NATAL 

When Frere heard about this he wrote to the 
Colonial Office saying that he considered the 
Zulu nation a high and immediate threat to the 
safety of Natal. General Thesiger, (later to 
become the second Baron Chelmsford on his 
father’s death in October 1878) ‘having dealt’ 
with the Xhosa in the Eastern Cape recorded 
early in June that “It is still, however, more 
than probable that active steps will have to be taken to check the 
arrogance of Cetshwayo.” 


Sir Henry Frere had altered the report of the Boundary Commission, 
but in the main the Zulus retained sovereignty of the disputed 
territory. The British informed King Cetshwayo that the decision of 
the Commission would be announced at the Lower Drift on the 11 
December 1878. With his troops in position, Frere delivered an 
ultimatum: 





THE ULTIMATUM 
1, Sihayo and his three sons were to be surrendered for trial 
by the Natal courts. 
2. A fine of 500 head of cattle was to be paid for Mehlokazulu’s 
outrageous act and for King Cetshwayo’s delay in acceding to 
Natal’s previous request for his surrender. 
3. A further fine of 100 head of cattle was to be paid for the offences 
committed against Smith and Dighton. This was to done within 
twenty days.

AND WITHIN THIRTY DAYS: 

1. Mbilini, and others to be named thereafter, were to be surrendered 
for trial by the Transvaal courts. 

2. Shepstone’s advice at Cetshwayo’s Coronation was to be adhered 
to, no Zulu was to be executed without an open trial before the 
Indunas, with the right of appeal to the King. 

3. The Zulu army was to be disbanded, and the men permitted to 
return to their homes. 

4, The current Zulu military system was to be abandoned. 

5, Every Zulu was to be free to marry on reaching maturity. 

6. All missionaries and converts were to be allowed to return to their 
mission stations. 

7. All missionaries were free to teach as they pleased. 

8. A British diplomatic resident was to 
reside in Zululand to enforce these 
provisions. 

9. Any dispute involving a European was 
to be heard in public in the presence of the 
King and of the British resident. 

10. No sentence of expulsion from 
Zululand was to be carried out until the 
British resident approved it. 


GOVERNMENT USING 
SAME TECHNIQUE 


HE 
MISSIONARIES, SAVE 
THE ENVIRONMENT" 
The British knew that these terms were 
completely unworkable but they also knew 
that the document would make them look 
good, when it was printed in the British 
papers. They were just protecting the 
missionaries, and standing up for the rights 
of the noble savage. This was how an 
invasion of an independent country was 
justified over a hundred years ago, and if 
we think hard we realise it has not altered, 
they still use the same techniques today. 
CETSHWAYO WELCOMED ALL 
MISSIONARIES AS FRIENDS 

As a matter of fact, no missionaries had ever been mistreated or 
harmed or even threatened, nor was a single abandoned mission 
station destroyed during the war. Some of the converts to Christianity 
however were refugees from Zulu justice, and two deaths had 
nothing to do with their conversion, one had relapsed anyway before 
he was thrown into a crocodile pool. Cetshwayo welcomed all the 
missionaries as friends but regretted and resisted their attempts to 
convert his subjects. He did not disagree with teaching, he tried to 
read and ended up being able to scrawl his name. Since there was 
no place for a Christian in the regiments, he regarded a converted 
Zulu as a lost and spoilt Zulu. The missions had pathetic handfuls 
of Zulu converts who were invariably either misfits or unable to 
retain their place in the Zulu culture. 





The Ultimatum was drawn up to give the impression that under 
King Cetshwayo, Zululand was in chaos with civil unrest and that 
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violence was being committed by a despot struggling to retain power, 
this was not the case. The population had been on the increase and 
there had been no civil unrest since 1856, over twenty years of civil 
peace. 


AND THE MISSIONARIES HAD BEEN 
FAIRLY TREATED 

King Cetshwayo was an enigma. Some of the missionaries 
thought of him as they thought of all Zulus, a blight and for the sake 
of the gospels and humanity, they should be swept aside at the first 
opportunity, but Bishop Colenso and the missionaries that knew him, 
respected him. On the 18th of December John Dunn, now working 
as an emissary for King Cetshwayo sent a message to Chelmsford, 
saying that the King had agreed to surrender the men and was also 
willing to pay the cattle fines but begged that no action should be 
taken should the twenty days expire before 
the cattle arrived, as the rivers were in flood, 
Sir Henry Bartle Frere termed the answer “A 
pitiful evasion” and announced that the 
troops would enter Zululand at the end of the 
twenty days, but they would not advance 
until the full thirty days had expired. 


There was much more at stake then King 
Cetshwayo’s cattle, the British needed a 
victory. 


KING CETSHWAYO 
KILLED 30,000 ZULUS BUT 
PROTECTS A 
MISSIONARY’S WIFE 
In 1856 King Cetshwayo’s father Mpande 
was alive and King of Zululand. His first son 
was Cetshwayo and he had many other sons 
but one of his favourites was his second son 
by a different mother of course, (Zulus were 
polygamists) his name was Mbuyazi, and as 
Mpande had many wives but had not Ff 
proclaimed a Chief Wife, the claim to the 
throne of both sons was the same. Mpande 


kept the two wives and families eighty miles 


apart and spent his time travelling backwards and forwards just to 
keep the peace, he was concerned about domestic violence! 


CIVIL WAR 


It was an impossible situation and as the boys grew older, two 
factions coalesced between them. Both youths had at first no need 
of intrigue but their respective parties took shape. Various 
chieftains, with an eye to the future, cast their lot in with either of 
the potential heirs. The factions solidified under two names 
Cetshwayo and his divison, the uSuthu, and Mbulazi’s division, the 
isiGqoza. 





AZI SAW HIS POSTION AS 
CRITICAL 


Quite by accident the uSuthu outnumbered the isiGqoza three to 
‘one, they both formed regiments and matters came to a head in 1856. 
Each faction mustered their regiments, Mbulazi saw at once that 
hisposition was critical, his isiGqoza had 7,000 warriors and 









King Cetshwayo 





Cetshwayo had over 20,000 uSuthu. Consequently he gathered the 
entire faction - 30,000 men, women and children and rapidly 
marched to the South to the mouth of the Tugela river and the border 
of Natal. 


Cetshwayo’s Impi were right behind him. Mbulazi knew he was 
in a desperate situation, even though his warriors were older. more 
experienced and tougher, he knew the numbers were against him. 
He was hoping for some support from the Natal government and 
failing that, he thought his non-combatants could seek shelter on the 
other side of the border. 


DUNN SOUGHT PERMISSION TO GO 
WITH MBULAZI 
Captain Joshua Walmsley lived on the Natal side of the lower drift 


of the Tugela and he was the border agent who 
reported to Theophilus Shepstone, he had as 
an assistant a man named John Dunn the same 
John Dunn who in later years traded guns 
from the British Government to the Zulus. 


Over 20,000 women and children were 
huddled on the banks of the river, in front of 
the Ndondakusuka kraal, the isiGqoza Impi 
were posted above them awaiting the advance 
of the uSuthu Impi. Mbulazi and two of his 
brothers crossed the river to confer with 
Walmsly and asked him to allow them shelter 
in Natal. Walmsley had been drinking. He 
had no doubt that Cetshwayo’s Impi would 
follow them across the river and that Natal and 
himself could be caught up in the battle. He 
declined any involvement and sent the Zulus 
back across the river. At the last minute, John 
Dunn sought permission to go with them, he 
took a small party of mounted infantry who 
served as policemen, maybe he had some idea 
that he could parley with Cetshwayo and save 
4S some of the dependants. 


THE USUTHU ATTACK 
Dunn had no official capacity in Zululand 
and with his few troops would not be listened to in any event. The 
uSuthu Impi attacked on December 2nd, Cetshwayo led the centre, 
his younger brother, Uhamua led one of the horns and a Boer friend 
of Cetshwayo’s named Christian Groening led the other. Dunn 
urged Mbulazi to move his Impi inland to avoid being pinned with 
his back to the flood swollen river. 


BLIND TERROR OF SUPERSTITION 
The isiGqoza cause was lost before the battle began. A gust of 


wind blew Mbulazi’s ostrich plumes out of his headdress and went 
to the ground. His warriors stood dumbfounded, absolutely 
petrified, they were struck down by the blind terror of superstition. 
Dunn rode forward and watched the hills around him tur black with 
a sea of Zulus coming on like the relentless tide. He fired into them 
and then retreated, several times, until he was in the ranks of the 
isiGqoza. A short but grizzly battle commenced, there is no easy 
death when all combatants hack one another to pieces. By the time 
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Dunn reached the river bank the 
battle was over and the slaughter of 
the women and children had begun. 


CUE BETWEEN 
THE BLOOD 
MADDENED ZULUS 

AND RIVER 


Africa was an old continent and 
scenes such as these seem to be 
reproduced on a regular basis. Dunn 
fought his way through the crowds 
of hysterical women who offered 
him their babies, pushed aside 
elderly men, women and children 
caught between the blood maddened 
Zulus and the flooded river. When he 
got to the waters edge he stripped 
and plunged in, carrying his rifle and 
holding onto the tail of a big white 
horse he had borrowed from 
Warmsley. A small flat bottomed 
boat rescued him midstream, but the

CETSHWAYO SHOWS 
ENORMOUS RESPECT FOR 
WIDOWED MISSIONARY 

Not one Iziggoza survived the battle, and none 
of the dependents were spared, all perished. 
Bodies that went into the river were washed up 
as far south as Durban, thousands of bodies 
littered the sands at the mouth of the Tugela. 
The stream at Ndondakusuka was marked for 
decades by a great white smear of skeletons, and 
was named “Mathambo”, “The place of bones’. 
That night as Cetshwayo led his victorious 
Usuthu impi back from the slaughter of 
Ndondakuska, on passing the Samuelson 
mission, he had heard that Mrs Samuelson was 
seriously ill. He at once stopped the victory 
chants of his warriors and led his impi and the 
captured cattle on a long detour around the 
mission so as not to disturb her. If King 
Cetshwayo was supposed to have no care for 
missionaries, the mould was broken that night. 
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crew had to beat off other frantic Izigqoza who had attempted to 
swim the river and were now threatening to swamp the boat. 
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r pauline Hanson has bravely, not before ane brought attention to 

| the reverse racism that has been applied in Australia in the last 
20 years. She has been branded a racist. Her only crime was to say 
that Aboriginals received more benefits then Non Aboriginals and 
that the governments are encouraging separatism in Australia by 
providing land, monies, and facilities only for Aboriginals.

On the 
way they were pounced on from behind, and knocked senseless 
before they could put up a fight. When Hughey came round Don 
was dead and the blacks were getting his body ready for roasting. To 
make sure that Hughey gave them no trouble they hacked off his legs 
at the knees and left him lying in agony while they went on with the 
feast.’

Hughey lived long enough to leave a record of what had happened. 
On his belt he carried a tin pannikin, and with the last of his strength, 
almost unconscious with agony, he found a sharp chip of rock and 
used it to scratch into the tin the few words that told the grim story. 
Then he took the pannikin off his belt and pushed it under a ledge of 
rock before he died. Days later a party of diggers saw the signs of 
the cannibals feast and searching around, found the pannikin. 
uate A shanty keeper on the Normanby was speared and eaten, A 
party of diggers reported it “The tent was riddled with spears and 
entirely deserted, there were free drinks for all who chose to take 
them...’ Two white diggers arriving at Cooktown from the Palmer 
reported having been met on the Palmer side of Hells Gate by five 
terrified Chinese running for their lives. As they were coming up 
the defile, they said, two huge blackfellows had stepped from behind 
arock, grabbed one of their party by the shoulders and feet, and run 
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Aboriginals attacking Strau’s camp 
away with him. ‘When we reached the spot, said the diggers, 
everything was quiet, there were some bamboo poles and Chinamen 
baskets lying about.’ No doubt the Chinaman made a good meal, 
although if he was anything like his companions he would have been 
in poor condition...... 


THEY’RE MY FRIENDS...YET HE WAS 
FOUND DEAD 








Johan Strau had been warned not to take his wife and little girl along 
the new track. The German who had no firearms of any kind, said 
he was used to the blacks and would take the new track. 


When the diggers reached the spot where the ‘Aboriginals’ had 
been camped they found Strau’s body under his dray, and a little 
distance away, the body ofhis wife. A spear had been driven through 
her mouth and had pinned her to the ground. Her clothing had been 
torn off and she had been horribly outraged and mutilated before 
death. Both bodies were still warm...... Then they found the little 
girl. She was lying on her back, an ugly gash across her forehead, 
her stomach ripped by a wooden knife. 

* Note the Aborigines had been interrupted by the diggers they had 
not had time to light the barbecue. 





eo Sojourners, The Epic Story: of China’s 
‘enturies-old Relationship with Australia by

“Inevitably some Chinese were eaten by the Aboriginals. D’arcy 
‘Uhr, then a miner and his three companions, followed one tribe who 
had jumped Chinese miners on 3 June 1875, raided their tents and 
made off with one man. They found where he had been cut up with 
his shovel and cooked. His gnawed bones lay about.......” 


LARDERS COMPRISING OF CHINESE 

Legends grew of larders of Chinese hanging dead by their pigtails 
from the limbs of trees, of future supplies kept fresh and handy with 
broken legs. The story that the Aboriginals preferred Chinese flesh 
to European as it was less salty and not so strong in taste is probably 
true; Aboriginals confirmed it both last century and this century. 
Dolly Palmer, who died in Caims as late as 1964 remembered tasting 
Chinese flesh...Page 205....." He came across an Aboriginal camp that 
the surprised inhabitants had just deserted. A fleshy smell was 
coming from an earth and stone oven. He opened it’. In one of his 
surviving accounts he told what he saw...... ‘A female child half 
roasted. The skull had been stove in, the whole inside cleaned out 








and refilled with red hot stones... One of the Mourilyan 
Aborigines informed me that they catch the unsuspecting 
child by the legs and bash its head against a tree; alsothat 
the piccaninny makes quite a delicious meal.’ As late as 
1910 or 1911 an Aboriginal working for the Collins 
family on Kirrama, a cattle station, south-west of 
Innisfail, was killed and eaten to satisfy some tribal 
offence... Page 217 

’The expedition of Christie Palmerston’s was a bloody 
one altogether. Several times Aboriginals threatened 
him and he shot his way through. He almost wiped out 
one tribe that had eaten two members of a tribe friendly 
to him. The Aboriginals with him carried Snider rifles 
too and had learned to use them. They surrounded the 
offenders on a Bora ground by night and opened fire at first light, 
After the slaughter’, “My trackers wanted to indulge in cannibalism, 
but I threatened to shoot the first who attempted it and they desisted." 


ENDOCANNIBALISM 
In book 2 page 804 of the Encyclopaedia Britannica in the article 
on cannibalism, I quote “In some cases, the body of a dead person 
was ritually eaten by his relatives, a form called endocannibalism. 
Some Aboriginal Australians performed such practices as acts of 
respect. In the other cases ritual cannibalism occurred as a part of the 
drama of secret societies. These practices were prevalent in the 
1880’s and were still occurring in isolated areas, such as the 
Kimberley’s up until the early 1940's. (A suitable fate to await any 

Japanese invaders if they had decided to invade). 


THIS WAS NOT THE DREAM TIME 

Cannibalism was alive and thriving a hundred years ago in 
Australia, cannibalism would have been known to all the 
grandfathers and great grandfathers of all the so called Aboriginal 
Thoroughbreds of today. This is not in the Dream Time. Most 
Aboriginals who would take the time to ask their elders would be 
told about cannibalism, all those who can read could do the small 
research that has contributed to this article.
